Harleston Parker Medal 


At the Annual Meeting on November 14 the Society voted to ap- 
prove the recommendation of the Harleston Parker Medal Committee 
and so name the East Cambridge Savings Bank renovation and 
addition by Charles G. Hilgenhurst & Associates as this year's 
recipient. 


“This design is a successful combination of old and new buildings. 
This is an addition which is neither just a repetition of old forms used 
in the existing building, nor a radically contrasting statement. Rather, 
both approaches have been interpreted in a unique way that 
respects the line of the original facade and the street's edge. The 
open landscape area with the two story glass wall behind it are suc- 
cessfully played against the more closed and massive character of 
the original facade, achieving an openness of expression. Although 
there was some feeling that the interior treatment might have been 
more completely developed, there was general agreement that the 
building has a brilliant concept, whose originality rests on a liberal 
reuse of the original forms.” 


President Clancy Reports 
Annual Meeting 


The 1978-1979 year has been a successful year for the BSA. We 
have operated well within our budget and yet have accomplished 
much. Architectural Show was a resounding success, netting a sub- 
stantial income to the BSA. Credit is due to the able direction of 
Lowell Erickson and Richard Martini. The Book Store is growing and 
bursting its seams. Sarah Bollinger has done a superb job in increas- 
ing the inventory and expanding the market. We are now addressing 
the need for more space and a more public image and location. 


This fall saw the inauguration of our new BSA Affiliate Membership 
Program. Bob Neiley's opening program, ‘Vanishing Boston" was an 
excellent kick-off for an exciting year's program of events. Lowell 
Erickson has put the Affiliate Membership Program together single 
handedly; however, the program needs membership support and 
Participation to succeed. | believe that this new program is of 
extreme importance to the Society. Here is an opportunity to 
broaden our image within the community, and to inform and involve 
the public, with us, in issues of concern to the profession. 


These three programs, Architectural Show, the Book Store, and the 
Affiliate Membership Program all serve to enhance the external 
image of the BSA and to create a broader understanding of Archi- 
tecture and its role in our society. 


| am very concerned over two major issues which have surfaced this 
year, and which can have a devastating effect on the profession. As 
you know, the State Office of Administration and Finance has com- 
menced requiring sealed fee bid proposals from those finalist firms 
recommended by the Designer Selection Board to A&F for selection. 
This procedure is already a fait accompli for A&F; however, the 
BSA, working with MSAA, must continue and increase its efforts to 
reverse this decision. | am asking all members to seriously consider 
the consequences of this State policy decision and to actively assist 
the BSA and the MSAA in achieving its reversal. 


The second issue of grave concern to the profession is the pro- 
posed 72% sales tax on professional services. MASSACHUSETTS 
FAIR SHARE is pressing this proposal as a property tax relief 
measure, and is proposing it as a referendum issue on the 1980 
ballot. Again the BSA and the MSAA are actively opposing this form 
of taxation through a joint committee headed by Ear! Flansburgh; 
however, if this taxation is enacted, it will very seriously jeopardize 
the profession in Massachusetts. | am hereby alerting you, the 
membership, to the importance and the seriousness of both of these 
major issues. The committee will, in succeeding weeks, be asking 
every member to actively participate in an organized program to 
defeat these measures. 


| believe that the BSA needs a standing Long-Range Planning Com- 
mittee. This function is being partly fulfilled by the Space Search 
Committee and the Executive Committee, and the former Book Store 
Committee; yet, a continuing group charged with establishing and 
reviewing long-term goals, and reporting to the Board, is essential 
for orderly growth and change.

President Clancy Reports

The BSA should participate to a greater extent in influencing local 
issues which affect our built environment. To accomplish this, we 
must build our image so that our counsel is sought. Our Urban 
Design and Historic Resources Committees have made an excellent 
start; however, there is so much more we could be doing at all 
levels, 


Closer liaison with, and inter-participation between, the BSA and the 
local schools of Architecture could enhance the programs of both 
the schools and the BSA. While we have excellent and dedicated 
representation, by the schools, on the Board of Directors, we have 
little contact or cross-fertilization between our membership and the 
student body. 


Last but not least, the question of greater involvement in the BSA by 
the younger employed professional. The primary method of attract- 
ing their membership is to make the program and services offered 
by the BSA so vital and interesting to them that they want to partici- 
pate. | believe we are progressing in this direction. A secondary 
method to attract their membership is to establish a program specif- 
ically geared to their interests and needs. Both avenues should be 
pursued.
